VEDKRAI. JURISDICTION. 


In the certiorari proceedings in the 


cue of Charles A. Jones, petioner, vs. 
Charles E. Mack, District Judge, re- 
spondent, tbe Supreme Court annnli 
tbe proceedings of the District Court 
The petitioner was indicted by the 
Grand Jury of Ormsby county for as- 
sault with a deadly instrument. He 
.interposed a special plea to the juris- 
diction of the court, in which it was 
alleged that the offense charged in the 
Indictment was committed upon certain 
lands in Carson City purchased by the 
United States by the consent ot the 
State Legislature for the erection of a 
oouvt house, postoffloe and other need- 
ful pablio buildings. To this plea the 
District Attorney demurred, alleging 
that the facts set up in the plea did not 
oust the jurisdiction of tbe State., The 
Court sustained the demurrer and re- 
quired the petitioner to plead to the 
merits of the indictment. Tbe record 
shows that the District Attorney ad- 
mitted that the alleged offense was 
committed upon lands purchased by 
tho United States with the consent of 
the Legislature of the State of Nevada. 


The Supreme Court cites Article 1, 


Section 8, nf the Federal constitution, 
which provides that Congress shall 
have power to exercise exclusive legis- 
lation, in all oases whatsoever, over 
such district, and to exercise a like 
authority over all places purchased by 
consent of the Legislature of the State 
in which the same shall be, for tbe 
erection of forts, magazines, arsenals* 
dockyards and other needful buildings, 
and that by aot of Congress, approved 
January 13,1885, the Secretary of the 
Treasury was authorized and directed 
to purchase a site for, and cause to be 
erected thereon at Carson City, a suit- 
able building for the accommodation of 
the United 
office, provided that no money to he 
appropriated for said building shall ke 
available until the State of Nevada 
8b»H cede to the United Statea ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over the same.

When one contemplates the probable

long one, but its principal object is to 
create the''office of State Irrigation 
Engineer at a salary, also a deputy, and 
make a larger-grab Into the school fund 
to carry out the proposed provisions.

tion, though to style the spasmodic 
Jedoi of the beam jump* is to oonrt 
disappointment Some "jumping oo- 


oni," described by Dr. D. Sharp in 


The EntomologUt were, however, re- 
mwfcably good athletes, for they could 
ipring ont of a am'nll vessel, snob afl a 
tumbler, in which they were placed. 
These cocoons were from South Africa, 
but in spite of their exceptional gym- 
nastic efficiency Dr. Sharp Jjardened his 
Mart and sacrificed them upon the altar 
of science, in the hope of discovering 
Something unnsnal that would explain 
the powers of jumping. 


Tbe cocoons looked like a piece of 


oval pottery, about 5 millimeters long, 
aud haying a rough surface.* In each of 
the two investigated a papa was found. 
The two wore -similar in every respect, 
and they no doubt belongaj} to the larvae 
that made the cocoons.... "This little 
'pupa," says Dr. Sharp, "is shut up in 
a remarkably hard, thick cocoon, and it 
has to get out. Nature has not provided 
it with caustic potash for the purpose, 
bnt has endowed it with a mechanism 
of complex perfection to accomplish this 
little object. Oc tho front of the head 
it line a sharp, chisel edge, and with 
this it has to out through tho pottery, 
contracting itself to the utmost in the 
posterior part of the ooco'Un and retain- 
ing'it'&elf in this position by the hooks 
on thq.ifiobila part of the body. It is a 
condition of elastic tension in conse- 
quence of the other side of the body be- 
ing so differently formed aud immobile. 


"Thtereforc, releasing the hold of tbe 


hooka, the pcpa is discharged forward, 
and tbe chisel piece strikes tbe front 
part of the oocoon. Repeating this an 
enormous number of times, a circle may 
be gradually inscribed on tbe inside of 
the far end 'of tbe cocoon, which gives 
way when sufficiently weakened and 
the inject becorfes free. In both,the 
specimen* the inside of tbe cocoon is 
about half ont thro'ngh...' Either this is 
doiip as the result of n prolonged series 
. of xvriggloB or of shocks snob as I have 
described. It, is by no raeaus improbable 
that.the Er-.rly part of tbe performance is 
•carving'the."firoove by wriggling, the 
latter part knocking it off by jumping 
BRp.mfitit" The pnpu is thus n most 
interest ing one to entomologists. The 
order of insects, to which it belongs ap- 
pe '.!"< lo K1 H/i20v,'bat uncertain, bnt Dr.

."trunk," "lowor lip" or "tongue," 
which is used as an instrument for ex- 
trsctlcg the nectar from flowers. The 
"tongue" of a beo is not, as was once 
thought to ba the case, a tube through 
which tho ijaicB ia sucked, but ia built 
more after tho fashion of a fine broom. 
With this bronm the beo brushes or InpB 
the houey or uoney rauterinl from tha 
flowers, leaven, etc,, and passes it down 
a groove in the upper surface of tha 
tongue to the mouth prop'or. .From thai 
point .the-juice ia conveyed through a 
miunto oriilqe .'into the "first; stomach," 
vulgarly called the "honey bog." The 
"honey bag" is a real ohan:iciil labora- 
tory, whore, by soma rpysterious prccea.i 
which has uot yet been explained by 
science, tha juices aro converted into 
purs houey. When the chemical proness 
of transforming their nec.t^r into viscid 
honey has been completed, the bea dis- 
gorges it into one cf the colls raada for 
the purpose of a receptacle.
